“I dm for @ constitutional convention,”

BUDAPEST, June 15.—The congress of the 
International Woman Suffrage ailiance, 
which comprises delegates from twenty-five 
countries, opened at the Academy of Music 
today with an overture and the recitation of 
a special ode composed for the oecasion. This 
was followed by several addresses of weil- 
come. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt of New York, 
the international president, in the préesiden- 
tial address, after reviewing the progress 
made by the movement since the congress of 
1911, said that only. seven independent ra- 
tions, excluding the American republics, are 
now without an organized woman suffrage 
movement. These were Greece, Spain, Lux- 
emburg, Liberia, Turkey, Persia, and Japan. 
The Chinese Woman Suffrage association will 
be admitted to membership tomorrow, which 
will meke twenty-five nations Topreneneed 
at the congress. 


Mrs. Catt Tells of Progress. 

Seventeen national and thirty-three state 
legislatures hadi discussed womar suffrage 
during the winter, but Norway alone had 
passed a suffrage measure. The position 
everywhere, said Mrs. Catt, was controlled 
by the existing parties and the women must 
wait.

“ euitirely new principle of conserving natural 


resources has been worked out by Secretary 
of the Interior Lane for application to con- 
cessions on lande owned by the United States. 

In granting permits to develop water 
power on government lands Secretary Lane 
has laid down these conditions: | 

1. The greater the development of horee- 
power the lower the charge per horsepower 
to be made on the part of the government. 
This is intended to secure the full use of the 
stream. 

2. The lower the rate to coneumers the 
lower the charge on the part of the govern- 
ment. 

8. No charge whatever for a period of five 
or ten years during which the power com- 
pany is finding its market. 

4. Acceptance as a public utility of the 
state’s jurisdiction over intrastate rates and 
service. 

56. Absolute prohfbition of combmmation or 
monopoly, and the right of revocation on the 
part of the government in the event it Is 
ettablished that such combination has been 
made or that prices have been fixed by agree- 
ment with competing plants.

Ponds Support Tax Argument.

HIGHER STANDARDS RULE 


But Advanced Prices Demand In- 
creased Revenue, and This 
Means Taking Roomers.

The men who started 
the migration from 
the old Ghetto, whose 
central point is at 
Twelfth and Jefferson 
s@reets, to the new 
Ghetto, centering 
about Twelfth street 
and Kedzie avenue, 
were largely business 
men who have accu- 
| mulated a fortune in 
the old Ghetto and now seek a better neigh- 
borhood where they may enter upon a higher 
getandard of living. They came to the new 
Ghetto to.spend their money, #0 to speak. 

These wealthier mien have since been 
followed by an entirely different class of 
people. Thousands upon thousands of work- 
‘ngmen moved from the old to the new 
Ghetto in order to escape disease and ex- 
cessive doctor bills. Douglas park, which 
adjoing the new Ghetto, and the boulevards, 
which run through it, were the chief at- 


traction. 
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Many workingmen have figured that the 
ewer tenements of this district, “because 
possessed of modern improvements such as 
steam heat-and hot water, would keep them 
and their wives and children in bet%er 
health. They figured therefore that they 
could save from their meals and from many 
other ‘necessities in order to make up for 
the higher rent which they would have to 
. pay in the new Ghetto, 
These thousands upon thousands of fam- 
ilies of workingmen of small incomes, who 
have moved into the new Ghetto to escape the 


edhsumption breeding tenements of the old ' 
Ghetto, are now confronted with the high |

Herring is also a staple of the Ghetto. 
A herring, prepared in accordance with 
the Ghetto’s method of preparizg fish, 
‘makes a meal the same as a steak 
somewhere else. Now, there are all 
kinds of herring the same as there are all 
kinds of meats. Thore are herring that are 
sold for 12 cents a pound and hefring that 
are sold at 15 cents. The people in the new 
Ghetto pay the highest price for the cheapest 
quality of the fish. It mounts up to quite an 
item in the course of a week. 


~~ 
When it comes to fruit the prices in the 
new Ghetto not infrequently are higher by 
a third or even half. In the old Ghetto the 
market on Jefferson street secures fruit as 
soon as it gets into the commission houses. 
They get it perhaps slightly damaged. But 
they gell it eo cheap that the people mere 
than get their money's worth, even if they 
have to throw some of it out. The oranges 
that you get in the Jefferson market two 
for a nickel are sold three for a dime and 
even 4 cents apiece in the new Ghetto. The 
same is true of every other fruit. 
The people in the new Ghetto, expecially 


| the families of working men, are now sighing 


for the flesh pots, so to speak, of the oid 
Ghetfo street markets. And unless the new 
Ghetto gets a market of the kind that the 
old Ghetto has, it will, despite its new build- 
ings, become as much an insanitary blot on 
the city as the worst streets on the lower 
west aide are. * 


; _ 

The thing will resolve itself to this: If 
the women are not given a market where they 
can Fave every week the $2 or $3 which the 
provision dealers of the district now garner 
by their artificial boosting of prices, they 
will have to look for ways and means of 
earning these ¢€xtra $2 or $38 a week. 

It will be impossible for the women here 
to run downtown and take out bundles of 
garments from the clothing factories to finish 
at home, both because this would not be in 
keeping with the station they want to main- 
tain in their new homes and because it takes 
nearly an hotr to get downtown from the 


Staples like bread and sugar have not gone 
up. But other groceries have, and especially 
vegetables are higher here, much higher. 

This rise in the cost of living is purely arti- 
ficial. AWealthier class of people is supposed 
to be living im the district. The grocers, | 
butchers, and vegetable men take advantage | 
of this fact. They buy their produce from | 
the same dealers that they bought from when 
they had their business places in the old 
Ghetto. 

They buy the same quality of goods that 
they bough: there and sometimes even 4. 
worse quality. But they sell it at higher 
prices. They pull up 1 cent here and 3 cents 
there, all according t» the opportunity which 
the particular article offers for raising the 
price. ’ 

The only outward excuse fot raising pricep : 
is that the business places here look a bit 
cleaner. The floors of the stores and shops 
are sprinkled with sawdust and the grocers 
and butchers are wearing white, though not 
always clean, coats in the store instead of 
wearing their streét clothes as they did in 
the old Ghetto. 


—>- : : 
The housewives of the district appreciate 
the sawdust and the white coats which the 


grocers and butehers wear, but they fail to [ 


appreciate the rise of-$2 or $3 a week in their 
grocery and butcher bills. 

A typical instance of the soarifig in the liv- 
ing cost was observed in a representative gro- 
cery in the district. A, wdéman who moved 
there from the old Ghetto only a month ago 
_pieked out three,gmall beets.. She took them 
up to the grocer and asked the price. She 
was told that-the beets would cost her 12 
cents. The woman entered a mild protest. 

-In the old Ghetto she could get the beets on 
the «market on Jefferson street or Maxwell 
street for half the price. She so informed 
the grocer and told him that she thought 8 
cents ample. The man took the beets from 


new Ghetto. They will try to augment their 
income then by resorting to the old trick of 
taking in more boarders than they have room 
for. Some aréalready doingit. The demand 
for folding beds and cots ie large in this 
district even Bow. 

Such a atate of affaires will soon force 
upon this city 4 host of tenements and slunis, 
problems whieh will be the worst Chicago 
has seen—worge because it will be an insifle 
problem.

The houses Will lock new from the street, 
but there will be no room to breathe on the 
inside. There is not much yoom in these 
houses even now. Yards, they have none 
whatever. The regulation building style In 
the district is to put a three story building, 
three flats on @ach floor, or nine flats in all, 
on a lot 125 by 25 feet. . There is no room 
to hang up a wash line. There is no rear 
yard; no frontlawn. If there is room enough 
for a garbage Gan in the rear of the building, 
the tenants have something to be enktt 
for. 

The economy. of space extends to the rooms. 
They cannot be smaller than they are now. 
Most of these’ flats are overloaded already. 
If' the high cost of Nving forces still further 
overcrowding, the ‘‘ modern” apartments of 
the new Ghetto can be relied upon to do their 
full ‘share toward keeping up a large sick 
and death ratéin this city. 

Markets for fhe district are the immediate 
solution for many of its growing problems.

Charleston, W. Va., June 15.—The case of 
the coal mine operators of West Virginia 
will be presented, beginning tomorrow, be- 
fore the senate mine strike investigating com- 
mittee. Today the attorneys for the operators 
lined up the witnesses they will produce to 
show that they are not to be blamed for the 
conditions which threw the Paint creek and 
Cabin creek mining district into a etate of 
civil war. 

Much of the activity of the mine operators’ 
lawyers will be directed toward breaking 
the story of Lee Cabvin, a former mine guard, 
who yesterday told the committee of his ex- 
periences. on the armored train which shot 
up the camp of the miners at Holly Grove on 
Paint creek just before the last declaration 
of martial. lew. Calvin accused Quinn 
Morton, a mine operator, of urging that the 
train return and fire again om the tented 
camp. 

Morton, Sheriff Bonner Hill, who was on 
the train, and others who were with the 
party will be called by the operators in an 
effort to disprove Calvin's statement. Cal-. 
vin will be recalled for cross examination. 


Miners May Renew Strike.

: EDICATORY exercises of the Wabash ave- 
‘nue department of the Y. M. C. A., the 
first building in the United States to be 
devoted exclusively to negro members, 
were held yesterday in the assembly room 

and East Thirty-eighth street. 

The new building is as well equipped as any 
other Y, M. C. A. building in the city. The en- 
tire cost for:the land, construction, and cam- 
paigning for subscriptions amounted to $195,000, 
of which amount Julius Rosenwald gave $25,000, 
Norman W. Harris $25,000, Cyrus H. McCor- 
mick $25,000, the Pullman company $10,000, and 
Mrs. G. F. Swift $5,000. The balance was pro- 
vided for by subsceiptions among the negroes of 
the city. 

More than 6,000 persons viewed the parade 
and waited nearly four hours in the hot sun to 
hear Mr. Rosenwald and Booker T. Washington 
speak at the overfiow services. Six hundred per- 
sons gathered in the assembly room for the 
initial services and later filed out into the street 
to hear a repetition of the talks. 

Mr. Rosenwald told how he had suggested the 
construction of a negro Y. M. C. A:, when he 
was first asked for a subscription to the general 
building fund by L. Wilbur Messer, general sec- 
retary of the Y. M. C. A. of Chicago. 

“To paraphrase a part of Lincoln's immortal 
Gettysburg address,” he said, “we should here 
dedicate more than. thig building. We should 
dedicate ourselves to the unfinished work, to the 
great task before us of removing-class hatred, of 
which unfortunately so much exists, of bringing 
about a universal acceptance that it’ is the in- 
dividual and not the race that counts.” 

Booker T. Washington said the opening 
marked an epoch in the advancement of the 
negro race. 

“It is the most costly building of the kind 
ever erected for our race in the world, ~~ 
said. 

“TI appeal to the negro young men here not 
only to make use of the building for them- 
selves but for each one to make himself a mis- 
sionary in getting hold of the discouraged 
and idle, and bring them under the infiu- 
ence of this institution. This building be- 
longs to you, to the entire race, and-I appeal 
to you to make it of the highest. service,” 

. Prayer was led by I. Wilbur Messer, and 
the benediction was delivered by Dr. Moses 
H. Jackson, pastor of Grace Presbyterian 
church,

it was not acceptable to the Roman Catholic 
church, 

Father Kennedy said the Roman Catholic 
church is aware that the Hnglish language 
had undergone numerous changes since. the 
Douay translation, and certain interpretations 
of holy writ might be misunderstood especially 
by laymen,

He declared Father Spencer was one of the 
best Greek scholars and that his Greek essays 
are classics. He was one of the few men in 
America who confined his reading almost en- 
tirely to Greek. His ritual and prayer book 
Were in that language and he used them con- 
stantly. He denied himseif any other recrea- 
tion throughout his priestly career and 
achieved the remarkable feat of translating 
the New Testamient nine times. Certain verses 
and chapters had been gone over many ‘more 
times, the translator’s sole purpose being to 
furnish English reading people with the exact 


meaning.

Father Spencer was stricken while writing 
a preface for his work. He had planned to 
start on the Old Testament next year. He 
also wrote some music which has been com- 
mended, and one of his masses will be sung 
at St. Paul's the last Sunday in June. Father 
Spencer had been in Washington twenty years.

Banking Control. 


EVADES INTENT OF LAW. 


If U. S. Agrees to Pennsylvania- 
B. &’0.-S. P.-U. P. Scheme It 
Will Set Precedent. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special.}—It 
the gigantic raiiroad deal contemplating the 
rédistribution of the properties of four great 
rallroad systeme—the Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific, Pennsylvania, and Baltimore and 
Ohio—shoulfi be approved by the government 
and the courts, there stil) will continue the 
game banking control and community of in- 


terest as now prevails. 

With this condition of affairs legalised i is 
apparent there would not be created that real 
competitica between the Union Pacific and 
the Southerm Pacific and the Pennsylvania 
and the Baltimore and Ohio which also are 
parallel lines, such as was directed by the 
United States Supreme court. 

The above are the conclusions of prominent 
government officials having to do with rail- 
Toad. regulation, whose advice will be sought 
by Attorney General McReynolds in con- 
nection with the proceedings to dissolve the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific railroads. 


Precedent to Evade Law. 

7 If this latest proposal should be adopted a 
.'precedent will be establi8hed, it is argued, 
‘“ for evading the described intent of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. not only in connection 
with the roads named, but with other sys- 
tems which must rid themselves of their 
Parallel and’ competing lines. 

There would be a grand redistribution of 
railroad property so as to comply ostensibly 
with the law when as a matter of fact the 
Same banking centrol would exist’ and the 
effort of that control naturally would be 
to suppress compétition in order that the 


not be. decreased. 

Under the plan of dissolution proposed 
. by the representatives of the Union Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific, the Pennsylvania 
is to acquire 14 per cent of the amount out- 
standing in exchange for the Pennsylvania 
Btock in the Baltimore and Ohio, which 
would increase the Union Pacific holding to 
88.2 per cent of the entire outstanding stock 
of the Baltimore and Ohio. 


Would Indicate Competition, 

On the surface, this would seem to assure 
competition between lines which now are par- 
allel and under natural conditions would be 
* competitive; for the 14 per cent interest of 
the Pennsvivania inthe Southern Pacifie 
would enable that system to dictate the traf- 
fic policy of the Southern Pacific and the 
Union Pacific holdings in the Baltimore and 
Ohtfo would assure it the same power over the 
latter.

This same firm, with Speyer & C6., were 
the reorganization managers of{the Balti- 
more and Oliio, the plan of reorganization 
being approved by J. P. Morgan-& Co. and 
Mr. Coster of the latter firm becoming a 
voting’ trustee. 


Foreed Bankers Off Board. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co. also has been ban ker for 
the Southern Pacific and its subsidiaries, 
and two members of the firm were directors 
of the road until the decree of the Supreme 
‘court ordering the dissolution of the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific. 

It also has had close financial affiliations 
with the Pennsylvania railroad. 

The National City bank of New York is 

affiliate? with the Southern Pacific, Union 
Pacific, Baltimore and Ohio, and Pennsyl- 
Vania. 
, Morgan & Oo. directly procured the mar- 
keting of an issue of $100,000,000 of the Penn- 
#)lvania stock in 1905, and through its bank- 
ing connections is the real dominating spirit 
of many of the great railroad systems, in- 
cluding the four which are the subject of 
pending legal proceedings. 


Covers Up Arrangements. 

In its report to the house the money trust 
investigating committee declared that such 
affiliations as described abowe ‘are not 
wholesome, that they do not promote com- 
petition, but om the contrary tend as a cover 
and conduit for secret arrangements and un- 
derstandings in restriction of competition 
through the agency of the banking house 
thus situated.”

Milwaukee, Wis., June 15.-"Special.)—By 
the payment. to Attorney M. M. Riley, Mil- 
waukee counsel for the Union Trust com- 
pany, Chicago, of $26, 600, a case has been 
settled which has been pending in Wiscon- 
son, Illinois, and Michigan courts for twenty- 
three years. Hileven of the original parties 
to the suit have died. 

In 1889 Wilson iJ. Stubbings of Chicagd. sold’ 
to W. W. Hutchinson of Antigo, Wis., the 
standing timber on a tract of land in Gogebic 
county, Mich. The contract provided that 
the title to the timber and to any lumber cut 
should remain with Stubbings-until the pur- 
chase price was paid. This contract, Hutch- 
inson assigned to Hoxie and Mellor, operat- 
ing mills at Antigo; Wis:, and Marenisco, 
Mich. ; 

Hoxie and Mellor solé@ the lumber to the 
Antigo Lumber company, a copartnership 


, consisting of Walter Shoemaker and W. D. 


Bull of Chicago, and Edgar R. Van Buren of 
Oshkosh. 
Timber Property Tied Up. 

In 1890 Gabe Bouck and the National Bank 
of Oshkosh, both having claims against 
Stubbings, attached property of Hoxie and 
Mellor in Michigan. The Oshkosh bank at- 
tempted to continue the lumber business, but 
other attachments of Michigan property fol- 
lowed. An assignment in trust was executed 
by Hoxie and Mellor. 

The Antigo Lumber company then started 
a replevin action and gave bond in the sum 
of $45.00), Walter Alexander and D. L. Paim- 
mer of Wausau, Wis, and Walter Shoemaker 
of Chicago furnishing securities, and loaded 
and shipped the lumber to Chicago. 

The bank at Oshkosh then instituted sult 
in Gogebic county for foreclosure of the chat- 
tel mortgage, naming as defendants the An- 
tigo Lumber company, Stubbings, and at- 
taching creditors. This foreclosure suit was 
appealed to the Supreme court of Michigan, 
where Stubbings was awarded $17,000. 


Bank Takes Owner’s Claim. 
Stubbings meanwhile had assigned his in- 
to the Union Trust company of Chi- 
Caco. Stubvings claim was compromised 
for $12,000 

The replevin suit resulted in a verdict of 
$76,000 for the Union Vrust company. A 
verdict of $43,869 was granted in a second 
trial, but an appeal was taken to the Su- 
court of Michigan, where the credit 
was affirmed early in 1907.
